river and preparations for the resumption of ferrying activities seen 
to have been completed. It is not kmown if a new ferry is available. 
However, it may be assumed that one is since a transfor to Calafat-Vidin 
of the only ferry—boat Sofia from the more important crossing point of 
Giurgiu-Ruse seems improbable, The new crossing point has a single«track
